Acknowledgment of Applicant' s Amendments 

1. The amendments made in claims 1 and 22 in the Paper filed 
July 12, 2006 have not been entered due to the fact they raise 
an issue of new matter or they raise new issues. Regarding the 
new matter issue, there is not suggestion in the originally 
filed application that the gland used as the pressurization gas 
inlet is "adapted to prevent gas leakage". The specification 
does not define gland and the gland is presented as performing 
the same intent as a spout, which is not adapted to prevent gas 
leakage. Furthermore, gland is a broader term than a gland 
specifically adapted to prevent gas leakage. The definition of 
a gland as presented by the applicant in the remarks is a device 
for preventing leakage of fluid, which incorporates liquids as 
well as gases. Also, the definition provided from Wikipedia.org 
specifically teaches that the gland is used to prevent water 
ingress, which does not suggest prevent gas leakage. 

If the amendments were found not to be new matter, then the 
amendments would still not be entered because the amendments 
would raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search. In this case, adding the limitation that the 
gland is "adapted to prevent gas leakage" limits the type of 
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gland used and would require further consideration and/or search 
to determine if the more narrowly defined gland in combination 
with the other limitations of the claims would overcome the 
prior art. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

2. Applicant's arguments have not been considered because they 
are directed toward the amendments that have not been entered in 
the case and therefore, the arguments are not commensurate in 
scope with the pending claims.
